The Russian suggestion, which ap­ 
pears, to have tile approval of a ma 
jority of the powers, is that China 
issue bonds for the frill amount, and 
that ail the powers then unite in giv­ 
ing a joint endorsement, or guaranty, 
tit the payment at them.

A TRIO OF MINOR LEAGUE PLAYERS. 
generally until some other town or city 
could be induced to get in line, get up 
a team and jump in and till in the 
schedule of tile unfortunate one. 
This year most of tile smaller leagues 
have started out In splendid shape, and 
all of them present a compact and solid 
front to date. 
This is tile more re­ 
markable iii the face of the fact that 
this spring lins been the wettest, cold­ 
est and most disagreeable and uncom­ 
fortable iu a decade. The solid front 
presented in the baseball firmament 
shows that the game has enjoyed a 
positive revival all along the line, as 
was predicted before the season start­ 
ed. 
The increased interest iii other 
sports, notably horse racing, tennis, cy­ 
cling and track and field atidetlcs, has 
been remarked, but I doubt if any of 
them has kept pace with America’s 
national game. These are not Ideal lo­ 
cal dreams, but tile actual conditions 
as they present themselves from Maine 
to California and from Canada to*thc* 
gulf. 
The Interest In baseball is increasing 
in Cuba aud lins not lost caste in Eng­ 
land, as was generally predicted. It is 
only a question of a few' years before 
international baseball will be played as 
frequently as international track and 
field contests ore discussed today. 
The success of tile smaller leagues 
shows tile stability of the sport as a 
whole, for the little fellows are tribu­ 
taries to tile greater and richer leagues 
as represented by the National and 
American leagues. They are the train­ 
ing schools for tire big leagues, and as 
the developed players are purchased 
for ready cash Hie arrangement seems 
Satisfactory all around. While the pur­ 
chase and sale of players have been 
talked down in some quarters because 
of its slavery resemblance, it is really ti 
benefit to both the players and the 
clubs. 
The big leagues cannot afford 
to experiment with too many young­ 
sters, while the smaller leagues can. 
Still I am opposed to tho transfer of 
players during the actual playing sea­ 
son, and tho rules iii this respect can­ 
not lie too rigidly enforced. 
I have talked with I*. 'I', rowers, pres­ 
ident of Hie Eastern league, who in 
turn 
probably 
watches 
Hie 
other 
leagues as closely as any man in the 
country. The genial I*. T. is brimming 
over with good nature and is the hap­ 
piest man one can imagine over the 
success of the game this year. 
His cor­ 
respondents show that the conditions 
iu the Western league. Western asso­ 
ciation. New England league aud Hie 
various state and Interstate leagues are 
almost if not quite as happy. 
Aud then the smaller leagues are uot 
only tributaries to Hie larger leagues, 
lint they are the places where many of 
tile veteran stars wind up their base­ 
ball careers. 
Clements of Worcester, 
once the star catcher of the Philadel­ 
phia team, is not a back number by 
any menus. 
Kittredge, the 
Boston 
catcher, came back to the big league 
after being formally passed on as a 
back number. 
He is doing as good 
work as he ever did. 
Tom Daly of 
Brooklyn is another rejuvenated play­ 
er who showed his worth in Hie far 
west after retirement by Hie National 
league. 
He lias few equals ou the 
green diamond field today. 
So it may be seen that the baseball 
fabric is closely and sensildy woven, 
and the success of one branch acts 
favorably toward the others. 
These 
conditions do not 
prevail in other 
sports. In theatricals a big success In 
New York means handsome financial 
returns when the company Is on the 
road. Success in baseball in New York 
does not mean anything more than an 
equal amount of enthusiasm as dis­ 
played in Boston, Chicago, Philadel­ 
phia, Washington or any of the other 
large cities. Some of the League club 
owners disagree with me on this point, 


and that is the reason why they are 
afraid to take hold of the New York 
situation and handle it in a thorough 
and businesslike way. Tammany Hall 
rules New York at present, but its 
power does not extend much I icy on d 
the actual limits of the several bor­ 
oughs. 
Much has been written about migra- 
tory players that is nonsense of the 
purest, sort. 
While Jack Doyle jumps 
around like a chicken on hot bricks, 
Ie seems to land top side up every 
lime. 
There are some players, the 
same as will be found in everyday life, 
who cannot seem to lie content in one 
place for any length of time.' In a dif­ 
ferent sphere iii life they would De 
great travelers and hunters. 
But the 
majority of players are content to re­ 
main in one team until the end. Car­ 
rick, tim Washington pitcher, is an­ 
other traveler, if I am not mistaken, 
lint fie has not been in fast company 
long enough to determine to what ex­ 
tent. 
Hoy, the mute outfielder of tile 
Chicago Americans, is another, yet liny 
is a steady going, sensible fellow, who 
plays good Dali all Hie time and who 
has probably saved about as much of 
bis salary as any other player in har­ 
ness today. Nichols, still called “Kid, ’ 
bas played in the Boston League team 
for a dozen years and seems good for 
a dozen more. Kennedy lins played in 
Brooklyn longer than any of the other 
champions, yet lie is still comparatively 
a young man. 
A word to Hie yomig pitchers will 
not lie out of place here. 
While you 
can stand hard work in the early 
spring and cold weather much better 
than the veteran can do it, still your 
salary wing is not infallible. Take it 
as easily ss possible until the sun 
conies out strong and hot, then put all 
of the speed possible 
behind your 
curves and shoots. Be careful on a sold, 
damp day, for ah injury fo that arm 
may put you out of business for the 
season, and, while there are some clubs 
which treat their players with much 
liberality, few of them will carry dead 
wood through the season. 
While speed alone will do on a dark 
day, mix up your delivery with change 
of pace when Hie day is fine. 
These 
are tlie tactics of the really successful 
pitcher. Control you can gain only by 
hard and consistent work. 
Until you 
have that necessary qualification all 
tile speed and curves in the world will 
amount to nothing iii the professional 
ranks. 
You may confuse a star bats­ 
man for ti day, but lie will have your 
weakness the next time he faces you. 
Then look out.

curves aud shoots. Re careful on a sold, 
damp day, for aft injury to that ann 
may put you out of business for the 
season, and, while there are some clubs 
which treat their players with much 
liberality, few of them will carry dead 
wood through the season. 
While speed alone will do on a dark 
day, mix up your delivery with change 
of pace when the day is fine. 
These 
are the tactics of the really successful j 
pitcher. Control you can gain only by 
hard and consistent work.

It was hushed up

feared he was going to die. The cadet’s 
condition, the surgeon explained, was 
the result of the Ivorribly barbarous 
hazing to which Tie had been subjected. 
The commandant went to the hospital 
and questioned the cadet. In his semi- 
hysterical weakened condition the ca­ 
det did what he never would have done 
had he had full possession of his facul­ 
ties—lie told who had hazed bim. 
There were three of these brutes, and 
the cadet named them all. 
The com­ 
mandant reported the names to the su­ 
perintendent of the academy, aud not 
one of the hazers was so much as repri­ 
manded. 
The ringleader among them 
is now an officer in the army. 
The 
cadet did not die. but for a time bis 
life bung on a thread. 
Those who know of this incident of 
the past and of the scores of others 
like them which went unpunished are 
not in the least surprised that the ca­ 
dets got the impression that they ran 
the academy and that rules aud regu­ 
lations and even direct orders were 
matters to be passed upon by the su­ 
perior judgment of the corps as a high­ 
er tribunal. 
The situation in a way 
was farcical—more Uke the discipline 
which prevailed on H. M. S. Pinafore 
than in a school supposed to be under 
Iron military rule, and no stronger Il­ 
lustration of the state of mind that had 
grown up in the corps can be given 
than the fact that the cadets punished 
for the recent outrageous riot are in­ 
clined to regard themselves In the light 
of martyrs to tyranny. 
They were willing to “compromise," 
to have “agreements,” to meet their 
superior officers half way in coming to 
a compromise as to what orders should 
and should not be obeyed. In this they 
felt themselves rather magnanimous 
thau otherwise. 
It was as though a 
company of troops who had received a 
specific order to mardi somewhere or 
do something offered to appoint a com­ 
mittee and arbitrate. 
All tlint was 
wanting to give a complete opera bouffe 
color to the attitude of the cadets was 
a board of walking delegates. 
Aud it all grew out of hazing and 
nothing else. 
And now the pass is 
reached where hazing has got to go. 
Under the extended regulations drawn 
up by Colonel Mills aud heartily ap­ 
proved by Secretary Root and General 
Corbin and now in full force it is man­ 
datory upon the superintendent to sup­ 
press hazing.

Vice Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge, K. 
O. B., who arrived at New York on the j 
Oceanic the other day, left the next 
morning for Vancouver, ll. C., on his 
way to Poking to take command <>r Hie 
British China squadron and relieve 
Admiral Seymour, the present c.,m- ll 
manlier in Chinese waters. Speaking 
of the present condition of affairs in 
China, he said: 
“Matters in the far east, so far as 
Britain and Russia are concerned, have 
somewhat cleared. The situation, how­ 
ever. is twit yet robbed of its gravity 
for the powers who took part in the 
march to Peking, and it would not be 
surprising if eveu yet there wore a con­ 
flict between two. if not more, of the 
countries engaged in what is really \k>- J 
lice duty at present. Russia, it seem* 
is making herself extremely disagreea­ 
ble to Japan in the region of Korea, 
and the virile eastern empire, strangely 
in contrast with that of China, i> said 
to be preparing for Hie struggle w hich, 
from the present outlook, seems inev­ 
itable in the near future. The czar's 
government .robbed Japan of what 
wore considered its legitimate spoils of 
conquest. 
The Muscovite practically 
compelled the evacuation of Port Ar­ 
thur, and Japan has never forgiven 
that unfriendly act. 
“The powers are still in an attitude 
of antagonism, aud a little friction 
would bring about a conflagration. The 
dangers of a conflict between the two 
powers are not to be lightly regarded 
by other nations interested. I have no 
doubt that France, if her interests were 
menaced, would side with Russia if 
Russia aud Japan were ever to come 
together.”

Be careful on a wold, 
damp day, for ah injury to that arm 
may put you out of business for the 
season, ami, while there are some chills 
which treat their players with much 
liberality, few of them will carry dead 
wood through the season. 
While speed alone will do on a dark 
day, mix up your delivery w ith change 
of pac# vvlien the day is tine.

are the tactics of the really successful 
pitcher. Control you can gain only by 
hard and consistent work.

CV B„ who arrive*! at New York *»u the 
Oceanic the other day, left the next 
morning for Vancouver, It. (’., on ilia 
way to Peking to take command or the 
British China squadron and relieve 
Admiral Seymour, the present com­ 
mander in Chinese waters. Speaking 
of the present condition of affairs iu 
China, tie said: 
“Matters in the far eu>t, so far as 
Britain and Russia are concerned, have 
somew hat cleared. Tile situation, how­ 
ever. is not yet robbed of its gravity 
for til** powers who took part in the 
march to Peking, and it would tint lie 
surprising lf even yet there were a con­ 
flict between two, if not more, of the 
countries engaged in what is really lie­ 
nee duty at present. Russia, it so*Mna, 
Is making herself extremely disagreea­ 
ble to Japan in the region of Korea, 
and the virile eastern empire, strangely 
in contrast with that of China, is said 
to be preparing for the struggle w hich, 
from the present outlook, seems inev­ 
itable in the near future. The czar’s 
government .robbed Japan of what 
were coualden*d its legitimate spoils of 
conquest.
